“steets in each of the city’s seven 
wards. The road work will be com- 
‘pleted in about a week. 
~The streets selected for coating were 
chosen after a city-wide inspection of 
Street conditions. was conducted. by 
Superintendent Mac Wartield’s 
artment. ‘We ‘selected the worst 
and tried to keep even the number of 
streets in the wards,’"he said. 


Although 49 streets are marked for 
the improvements, the amount - of 
streets to be finished will depend on 
how far the city’s supply of 30,000 
gallons of oil goes. The street superin- 
tendent estimates the quantity is suffi- 
cient for the project. 

City Engineer Monte Brewer advises 
residents worried about the oil sticking 
to their vehicles or being tracked into! 
their homes to take certain precau- 
tions. Those -include parking cars in 
alleys or on streets not slated for 
coating, and curbing youngsters from 
playing in streets right after the 
coatings are applied. “Stay off the 
streets as much as possible,” Brewer 
advised. 


The streets to be oiled and chipped, 
divided approximately by wards, are: 

First Ward: Victory Drive between 
Nameoki Road and Terminal Avenue; 
Herbert Street between Nameoki Road 
and Alexander Avenue, and Edna, 
Charles, Louise streets and Alexander 
Avenue between East 23rd Street and 
Edwardsville Road. 

Second Ward with adjoining portions 
of neighboring wards: Wilson Avenue 
between Nameoki Road and Warren 
Avenue, and Marshall and Myrtle 
avenues between St. Clair Avenue and 
and Victory Drive. 

Third Ward: Adams Street between 
20th and 24th streets; 23rd Street bet- 


py Adams and Benton streets; 
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Charles Street between Edwards Street 
and Propes Avenue, and Hall Avenue 
between August Avenue and Charles 
Street. 

Fourth Ward: St. Clair Avenue bet- 
ween Jill Avenue and Nameoki Road; 
West 24th Street between Missouri 
Avenue and dead end; Nameoki Drive 
between Route 3 and railroad tracks; 
Rodger Avenue: between Carlson and 
Wayne avénues; Davis Avenue bet- 
ween Jill and Aubrey avenues. 

St. Paul Street between 2619 Idaho 
and Oregon avenues; Circle Drive bet- 
ween its two intersections with 
Nameoki Drive; Oakland and Norwood 
drives between Old Alton Road and 
Rode Avenue, and Melrose, Rode and

Fifth Ward: Roosevelt Avenue and 
Denver Street between Rock Road to

Now, U.S. Steel wants to buy its steel 
slabs from Great Britian, instead of 
manufacturing them in the United 
States, posing, perhaps, the greatest 
threat to the American basic steel in- 
dustry in history, Seith said 

He said he believes Percy should be 
asking the Secretary of Commerce to 
invoke the 1962 Trade Expansion Act, 
“which gives the secretary the right to 
forbid any import not in the interest of 
national security. The U.S. is protesting 
(the proposed importation of British 
steel slabs), but I am puzzled that they 
haven't invoked this act,”’ Seith said. 


He said steel is basic to the American 
way of life and security. Steel is needed 
for building roads, all forms of 
transportation, food growing and 
distribution, construction and all forms 
of manufacturing. “If U.S. Steel is 
allowed to import its steel slabs, other 
steel. companies will have to do the 
same to compete and in an 
unbelievably short time, we would be 
out of the basic steel business. After a 
few years, it would be too late to rebuild 
it. The time to stop it is right now,” 
Seith said. 

He said Percy, as head of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, could at 
least focus public attention on the pro- 
blem. ‘He could call hearings on it.

designed to strengthen the 
Social Security program for 
many years, into the future, 
Holmes said. 

Up to half of a’ person’s 
Social Security benefits for 
1984, and for later years, will 
be subject to tax if his or her 
adjusted gross income for 
federal tax purposes — plus 
nontaxable interest income 
and half of the Social Securi- 
ty benefit — exceed a base 
amount. 

The base amount will be 
$25,000° for an individual, 
$32,000 for a couple filing a 
joint return, and zero for a 
couple filing separate 
returns. 

The amount of benefits 
subject to taxes will be the 
smaller of: 

—One-half of the Social 
Security benefits. 

—Or one-half of the 
amount by which the per- 
son’s combined income — 
adjusted gross income, non- 
taxable interest income, and 
half the Social Security 


benefit — exceeds the base 
amount. 

Some adjustments in 
benefit payments may be 
possible, Holmes said. 


Any overpayment the per- 
son repays during the year 
can be deducted. Also, any 
lump sum received can be 
prorated to the year for 
which it was paid if that is an 
advantage, it was explained. 

‘Any Medicare medical in- 
surance premium deducted 
must be included in total 
benefits. 


The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice will provide complete 
instructions on how to file 
tax returns. Social Security 
has a free leaflet which 
briefly explains about taxing 
benefits. 


Copies of the leaflet can be 
obtained at the East St. 
Louis Social Security office, 
located at 650 Missouri Ave. 
The telephone number is 274- 
4100, or toll-free by dialing 
the operator and asking for 
Enterprise 1-555.

Mississippi River 
Transmission Corporation, 
the pipeline company that 
sells natural gas to Iinois 
Power Company and 
Laclede Gas Company, 
wants to lower its rates by 
5.2 percent. The move should 
lower gas bills about $30 a 
year for the average 
customer. 

Although Carl Mathias, 
service area manager for Il- 
linois Power, said he has 
received no official word on 
the decrease in rates, he said 
he is “‘sure the home office 
has been notified.’’ Laclede 
Gas was notified of the re- 
quest late Wednesday. 

The pipeline company re- 
quested the price decrease 
because of a change in the 
mix of their gas purchasers. 
Some types of gas cost less 
than others, so changing the 


mix of gases has resulted in 
a lower overall price of gas. 

Before the reduction can 
be implemented, however, 
the request must be approv- 
ed by the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission. If 
the reduction is approved, 
the 5.2 percent decrease is 
expected to be retroactive to 
Oct. 1, 1983.

Opposes compact for nuclear waste 


To the Editor, 

Illinois state senators will 
be making a crucial decision 
this week which will dir 
effect-the health and safety 
of Illinois residents now and 
for the next 600 years, when 
they, vote to accept or reject 
bill S-1081, the Midwest In- 
terstate Compact on Low- 
Level Radioactive Waste. 

The term ‘‘low-level’’ 
waste, which is vaguely and 
poorly defined in the Com- 
pact only by what it is not, 
does not mean “‘low-toxic.”” 
Some of the low level waste 
from nuclear power plants 
gives off the radiation 
equivalent of the skin dose of 
11,000 chest X-rays per hour! 
Some waste is so deadly that 
lethal doses can be received 
in less than four minutes, 
unless you are standing 
several feet away. 

Legislators do not like to 
admit that Illinois will pro- 
bably be the first state to 
host a waste dump. Many of 
the other Compact states are 
betting and counting on this 
fact. Lf the Illinois Senate ap- 
proves S-1081, Illinois would 


have to take all of the low- 
level radioactive waste from 
the other 10 states in the 
Compact. 

Compared to what Illinois 
would have to care for if it 
decided not to join the Com- 
pact, and “go it alone,” this 
would instantly double the 
amount of waste Illinois 
would have.to store. By the 
end of the century, this 
figure could quadruple as 
new nuclear power plants in 
the Compact region come on 
line and old ones are retired 
and decommissioned. 

Panic-peddlers have been 
crying that if Illinois does 
not join the Compact, 
medical and research 
facilities would have to cur- 
tail or stop their operations. 
This is largely a scare tactic 
to stampede the legislators 
into acepting the Compact 

In Illinois, over 70 percent 
of the volume and over 90 
percent of the radioactivity 
of low-level wastes come 
from nuclear power plants, 
not hospitals or research 
facilities. Testimony given 
at public hearings in 


urged that medical’ and 
research wastes be treated 
differently and be kept 
separately from reactor 
wastes, since most of it 
decays to harmless Jevels in 
days or weeks, as opposed to 
the 600 years it takes for 
some reactor wastes to 
become harmless. 

Yet the’ Compact ignores 
these facts and seems clear- 
ly to benefit the short term 
interests of the nuclear 
utilities, not the public. 

Some people, state 
legislators included, incor- 
rectly believe that the Com- 
pact can be amended to in- 
sure the safety and protec- 
tion of the public. This is 
wrong for two reasons. First, 
whether IHinois decides to 
join either the original Com- 
pact or an amended one, it 
would still be getting exactly 
the same enormous amounts 
of radioactive wastes. Se- 
cond, Mlinois cannot make 
laws unilaterally that are 
binding on other states. 

Illinois can add as many 
amendments as it likes, but

A proposed ban on election 
campaign activity by school 
administrators would be il- 
legal, Attorney William 
Schooley Jr. said at a 
meeting of the Granite City 
School Board on Tuesday 
night. . 

The verbal opinion was 
presented at the request of 
Board Member David Part- 
ney. His motion to ban 
politics for administrators 
had failed for lack of a se- 
cond at the Oct. 4 board ses- 
sion. 

The son of School Attorney 
William Schooley, William 
Schooley Jr. was represen- 
ting the law firm at this 
week’s meeting. 

He said research has 
shown that the school 
district could not lawfully 
restrict employees’ constitu- 
tional rights. 

Asked about the Hatch Act 
that affects federal 
employees, Schooley said 
Hatch specifically exempts 
education agencies. or in- 
stitutions from its ban on 
political activity. 

Board Secretary George 
Moore Sr. noted that the 
Hatch Act regulates partisan 
politics and that school 
districts have non-partisan 
elections. 

Partney commented that 
he would like to have the 
legal opinion presented in 
writtert form 

In another matter discuss- 
ed at the board meeting, 
Partney presented a copy of 
a book that was issued to a 
fifth grade pupil at an 
elementary school in 
District Nine. 

The book contains 
elaborate details about 
seduction and seems im- 
proper for inclusion in a 
grade school library, Part- 
ney said. 

Supt. B.J. Davis said he 
was unaware of a family’s 
complaint until the meeting 
and would follow a board 
policy, which calls for a com- 
mittee to review the book 
and recommend whether it 
should be withdrawn.

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Gas plant overruns called ‘staggering’ 


U.S. Senator Charles H. 
Percy (R-Ill.) has identified 
a $424.4 million cost overrun 
at Trunkline LNG Com- 
pany’s plant which pro- 
cesses Algerian liquefied 
natural gas (LNG) used in 
the Midwest. Central Illinois 
consumers began paying for 
the costs of the facility last 
March when a rate hike was 
approved by the ,Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion (FERC). 

“This cost overrun is stag- 
gering,” Percy said. “I have

asked the General Accoun- 
ting Office (GAO) to get to 
the bottom of this. We must 
determine if these costs are 
legitimate and if FERC is 
doing its job in seeing that 
these costs are curbed and 
that consumers don’t 
needlessly pay for them.” 

In 1977, Trunkline was 
granted FERC approval to 
construct in Lake Charles, 
La., an LNG processing 
facility expected to cost 
$164.3 million. The project 
was completed in 1981 at a 
cost of $588.7 million — 258 
percent more than the 
original estimate. Because 
of Algerian delays, LNG was 
not delivered until August 
1982. 

The cost overrun at 
Trunkline’s Lake Charles 
facility is outlined in a GAO 
interum report on an in- 
vestigation of the plant. Per- 
cy today released the report 
which also found that: 

—In 1979 — less than two 
years after the project was 
approved — the estimated 


percent and FERC took no 
action. The costs tripled over 
a four-year period and 
FERC took no action. 

—Costs for field engineer- 
ing, supervision and 
overhead increased 777 per- 
cent over the project costs 
originally approved. 

—Over a two-year period, 
plant construction and 
related costs quadrupled. 

—Trunkline reported that 
the delay in LNG deliveries 
from Algeria from July 1981 
to August 1982 resulted in ad- 
ditional costs of $93 million, 
primarily in interest ex- 
penses. 


Following Percy’s request 
for a GAO ‘study this 
February, FERC began an 
audit of the facility in May. 
GAO cannot issue a final 
report until FERC com- 
pletes its audit next year. 

FERC ,is responsible for 
ensuring that any gas rates 
charged to consumers are 
“just and reasonable.” It 
can exclude from the rate 
base any costs it determines 
to be unreasonable. If FERC 
finds the current rates to be 
excessive, it may order 
Trunkline to refund, with in- 
terest, the excess payments 
to consumers.

Taking $20 
million as an average 
amount for the cancellation 
costs and $2 billion as the 
average cost forthe com- 
pleted power plant (the most 
recent estimates are $2.85 
billion), the consumers now 
will only be paying one-1o0th 
of what |they would have 
been paying. 

In other words, if the unit 
had. been completed, con- 
sumers would have paid bet- 
ween $30 and $60 more on 
each monthly bill. Since, it 
was cancelled, consumers 
will have to pay 30 to 60 cents 
more per month instead. 
These figures are based on a 
10-year | payback of the 
cancellation costs. ‘‘The con- 
clusion I come to, is that con- 
sumers would be,a lot more 
pleased’ about dealing ‘with 
cancellation costs than they 
would be about construction 
costs,"’ said Adams. 

Adams said the decision to 
cancel Unit 2 came after pro- 
jected sales of electricity in- 
dicated that no replacement 
or new generating units will 
be needed after Clinton Unit 
1 comes on_ line, until 
sometime in the 1990s. “It 
was the consumer’s high use 
of electricity that prompted 
the power company to con- 
sider the second unit at Clin- 
ton and it was the also. the 
consumer's conservation of 
electricity, which occured 
later, which prompted the 
power company to cancel the 
second unit at Clinton.”” 

Clinton Unit 1 is now 81 
percent complete, with com- 
mercial operation scheduled 
for'1986. 

Adams said that when the 
power company decides that 
a second unit is needed at 
Clinton, the new site may not 
be the same as the original 
site of the planned Unit 2. 
“When the company decides 
to build a second unit in the 
1990s, more studies will have 
to be done to determine what 
the best site for the unit will 
be, along with designs for the 
new unit.”

Let’s make polluters pay heavy 
fees for their pollution, so they would 
have a powerful economic incentive to 
stop destroying our environment,"’ he 
said.

GRANITE CITY — Granite City High 
School soccer coach Gene Baker 
believes it’s never too late to learn.

Baker's decision to bench the Granite 
City starters was not a disciplinary ac- 
tion as much as it was for instructional

It was Baker’s attempt to to refresh 
his Warriors to soccer basics without 
necessarily putting them in a game 
situation.

By 
making maximum use of the 
schediled time, 18 con- 
ferences are possible per 
day 
If’ Wwe optioned to have 
one id a half days in the fall 
and a half-day in the spring. 
the number of possible fall 


conferences increases to 27. 
However, we have 74 
classrooms where there are 
more than 27 students enroll-

Holidays have a way of 
changing. Thousands of 
years ago, November 1 
marked the Celtic New Year 
in parts of England and 
France. On the eve of that 
day, malicious spirits were 
believed to swoop down to 
earth. To ward them off, 
villagers lighted huge bon- 
fires and wore masks. 

Later, the observance 
merged with a Roman 
harvest festival and the 
Catholic church's All 
Hallow's Eve. 

Halloween was born into 
the United States on the 
great wave of Irish im- 
migrants in the 1840s. It was 
an occasion for hayrides, 
bonfires, ghost stories and 
pragtical jokes. Only in the 
last. few decades, with 
graluitous gifts of fruit and 
candy to costumed children, 
was trick-or-treating begun. 

A whole new dimension to 
the holiday was added in 1950 
when +a Pennsylvania Sun- 
day. school class donated $17 
collected from trick-or- 
treating to UNICEF (United 
Nations Children’s Fund) 
Since then, a virtual army of 
children has trick-or-treated 
annually for UNICEF, col- 
lecting nearly $70 million to 
help the world’s poorest 
countries through UNICEF- 
assisted projects. In 
response to this new ritual of 
sharing Halloween’s 
harvest, Oct. 31 was 
declared National UNICEF 


Suggestions for a

Eye holes on masks should 
be enlarged to enable the 
child to see better. Makeup 
may be used instead of 
masks. 

A recipe for homemade 
makeup includes one tables-

Use caution, par- 
ticularly with small toys 
where toddlers are concern-
